THE CULT OF PERSONALITY 
Much o f w ritten histo ry deals with the cult o f 
perso nality, the emergence, rise, and do wnfall o f 
individuals who se lives affect all abo ut them and 
who se virtues and fo ibles influence and so metimes 
co ntro l the co urse o f events. The scientific Marx ­ 
ists lo o k to eco no mic and so cial influences as be­ 
ing stro nger and mo re effective than perso nalities. 
They ex plain the appearance o f an Alex ander, a 
Caesar, a Charlemagne, a Wang An-shih, an 
Akbar, a Napo leo n, a Hitler o r a Stalin, a Gen­ 
ghis Kahn o r a Franco , a Simo n Bo livar o r a 
Greo rge Washingto n, and the events related to 
them, upo n the eco no mic and so cial co nditio ns 
which made their careers po ssible. Nevertheless, 
Stalin co uld, in the mo st Marx ist o f co untries, 
turn himself into a demigo d and while he lived 
the resistance to him was scant. 
The reaso n, fo r instance, why Richard Nix o n 
and no t Haro ld Stassen is at present Vice Presi­ 
dent o f the United States, they wo uld attribute 
to an eco no mic interpretatio n o f the 1952 Repub­ 
lican Co nventio n whereas actually it was due to 
the fact that when a newspaperman suggested 
that Representative Karl Mundt go to W hittaher 
Chambers’ farm near Baltimo re, Mundt was a bit 
weary* and suggested that Representative Nix o n 
might be willing to go . Nix o n did go and Alger 
Hiss went to priso n. Po litically Nix o n has estab­ 
lished a value to Ihe Republican Party which was 
utilizable in the 1952 campaign and may be again. 
All so rts o f things happen at po litical co nven­ 
tio ns, and when it is suggested that Nix o n be­ 
trayed the then Go verno r o f Califo rnia. Earl W ar- 
ren, it must also be no ted that W arren w*as no t 
a veritable candidate fo r the Presidency and that 
bo th camps knew that he desired a seat o n the 
Supreme Co urt and that bo th the Eisenho wer and 
Taft gro ups ho ped to bargain fo r Califo rnia's 
vo tes o n that basis and did. Perhaps Nix o n did 
manage to get the Vice Presidency because o f 
that, but had Ro bert A. Taft been no minated, the 
Vice Presidency mo st likely wo uld have go ne to 
Senato r William Kno wland who wo uld to day, in 
the circumstance, have been President o f the 
United States. There were many perso nal co n 
tracts in bo th camps and at o ne perio d, I o bserved 
clo sely the bargaining fo r vo tes. Bo th sides were 
do ing it, but the Eisenho wer agents w*ere mo re 
skillful than tho se who represented Taft. 
The weakness o f the cult o f perso nality in 
American po litics is that the Co nstitutio n fix es 
the term o f o ffice rigidly to fo ur years, after which 
an electio n must be held. No man has ever had 
time eno ugh between electio ns to make himself 
the m aster o f the co untry. Franklin D. Ro o sevelt 
and Dwight D. Eisenho wer have been abo ut as 
po pular as anyo ne can beco me in this kind o f a 
country , but neither fully mastered their o wn par­ 
ties, much less the co untry. Ro o sevelt o vercame 
this by running and being elected fo ur times, the 
fo urth time while he was a very sick man and un­ 
do ubtedly dying. To safeguard the co untry fur­ 
ther against such perso nalities, the 22nd Amend­ 
ment to the Co nstitutio n was passed limiting the 
President to two terms. Thus, the mischief o f any 
individual in that o ffice is limited in time, even if 
he by perso nality o r chicanery sho uld o verco me 
I o ther limitatio ns stipulated by the Co nstitutio n. 
Ro o sevelt, during his 12 years in the Presi­ 
dency, effected a fundamental revo lutio n which 
may have been co mpleted in the Eisenho wer Ad­ 
ministratio n.

Suez Canal Subject of \\ orld

The Suez Canal has been the 
subject o f internatio nal agree­ 
ments and internatio nal frictio n 
ever since it first became an 
active pro ject mo re than 100 
years ago .

doubt saved many lives. In all 
the coverage on the Titanic in 
books and in movies no mention 
w as made of William Gwynn. a 
Kingston man, of 53 Linderman 
avenue, who as a mail clerk on 
the Titanic went down with his 
ship. It is covered in our local 
press of 
April 
1912. Quoting 
from an April 25th. 1912 issue. 
The steward says, that he saw 
Gywnn, and that he recognized 
him, having met him on the 
Majestic, an old-time liner of the 
White Star Line. 
According 
to 
the 
Brooklyn 
Eagle at the time, W\ L. Gwynn, 
36. had a wife and two small 
children who lived at Asbury 
Park, N. J., where they had 
moved due to his wife’s poor 
health. The steward who was 
taken off in a life-boat said the 
last time he saw of Gwynn was 
while the life-boat crawled away 
into the night. The mail clerk 
was then on deck C with the 
other 
four 
clerks, 
Oscar 
S. 
Woody, of Washington. D. C. 
John S. Marsh of Newark, N. J. 
Jago B. Smith and E. D. William­ 
son of England. They were still 
working over their mail bags, 
cool and self-contained until the 
last 
explosion came, and the 
darkness and the ocean swal­ 
lowed them up. On deck, the last 
the steward had seen Gwynn, he 
seemed cheerful, and while the 
last lifeboat was being launched, 
he. with the other clerks was 
busily carrying mail, registered 
parcels and letters first, from the 
mailing room on deck E up to 
the deck C, from which they 
thought perhaps the mail might 


be carried off and saved. W hen it 
became apparent to those re­ 
maining on board that the ship 
was sinking they only worked 
more quickly and enlisted the 
services of the stewards still left 
aboard to aid them that the 
work might be hastened. 
The Kingston mail clerk. W. L. 
Gwynn. had been connected with 
the Sea Post Service of the 


United State government since 
1909 and had never been in a 
disaster at sea before. Previous 
to his assignment to ocean duty 
he had been a clerk in the Man­ 
hattan post office since 1895. 
Gwynn had long held a reputa­ 
tion for bravery. He was a 
veteran of the Spanish-American 
War and was at the front in 
Cuba with the 71st New York 


Militia, so he seemed to take this 
disaster in stride which cost him 
his life. There were 200 sacks 
of 
registered 
mail 
containing 
400,000 pieces aboard the Titanic, 
according to report of 
Post­ 
master General Hitchock. He had 
nothing but praise for the bravery 
of the mail clerks in charge as 
they stuck to their post knowing 
the Titanic was doomed. 


Those who survived the dis­ 
aster, remember the mail clerks 
as they continued to transfer 
bags of registered mail from the 
ship’s post office to the upper 
deck in hope of saving it. An 
officer of the Titanic stated that 
when he last saw these mail 
clerks they were working in two 
feet 
of water. 
Perhaps local 
readers remember W. L. Gwynn 


of Linderman avenue, when this 
tragedy occurred.
